Can you tell me how many States 
have biennial sessions, aud wait is the pay of 
the members ae compared with outs. Such in­ 
formation will be of interest to your readers. 
Yours for economy, 
L. 
We have several limes stated that the 
number of States bold mg biennial sessions 
is 28 besides all the Territories, eight in 
number. It dou’t require any argument to 
prove that such sessions are tne cheapest 
and the best. lo point of economy they 
©re quite necessary, aud besides that they 
give more stability to our statute laws. lo 
some States, even where biunial sessions 
are 
held, 
the 
sessions 
are 
limited. 
For 
instance, 
in 
Col­ 
orado, Georgia, Nebraska, and Oregon, 
they are limited to 40 days. In others OO, 
and in California, 120. lo these States the 
members receive a per diem, and can draw 
no compensation alter the expiration of 
the lime limited by law. Tne pay of mem­ 
bers varies in nearly all the States, and 
runs from $1 per day in Rhode Island, to 
$10 in California, la Wisconsin, the mem­ 
bers draw #35J, in New York, #1,500,* 
which is the nighest paid in the Uutted 
States ; in Pennsylvania, #1000; in Miasis- 
•ipi, and New Jersey* #500 ; and in Maine 
only #150. As regards the employes in our 
Legislature during the late session, there 
were 153, 20 more than the whole number 
of members. 


The Chicago Tribune devotes considera­ 
ble space to the belligerent attitude of Bar­ 
aboo and Lacrosse.

General Tchernaieff has been appointed 
to the command of a special corps ol 
eclaireurs, destined to penetrate rapidly in­ 
to the heart of Central Asia, in countries 
where the Russian armies have already 
been on several expeditions 
This special 
corps will be composed of Cossacks and 
horse artillery, and will be augmented in 
the march by such recruits as tho general 
commanding may see fit to take. There 
fire many volunteers for such work, but 
the column will have to be formed among 
tbe hardy Nomad tribes of Central Asia, 
and the general will have no difficul­ 
ty in enlisting their services. General 
fcucrnaleff, who is an old campaigner in 
Ceutral Asia, will act with tbe greatest 
promptitude and celerity of movement, 
adopting the tactics followed by Gourko 
alter th. passage of tbe Danube. As he is 
v*:ry familiar with the ground and has 
great experience in dealing with Asiat­ 
ics, it is considered here that no better se­ 
lection could have been made. 
It is not 
yet kcown what the strength of his com­ 
mand will be, but it is asserted that the 
greatest care has been taken in selecting 
the men and tbe subordinate chiefs. Tcber- 
naiefl came to St. Petersburg some week* 
ago for the purpose of receiving his in­ 
structions with regard to the^route to be 
followed, and conferring with the military 
authorities on the preparation for tbe ex* 
pillio n .

The State Department at Washington 
ha9 received a dispatch from Mr. Birney 
the United States Minister at the Hague 
in reference to the numerous applications 
made to him for information and advice by 
persons In the United States, who believe 
themselves entitled to a share of the prop­ 
erty of some deceased ancestor in Hollanc 
Notwithstanding the M iniser’s desire to 
respond, so far as the duties of his office 
permit, to requests made by his country­ 
men, the vagueness of the statements made 
to him in some 
cases, prevents 
any 
Investigation 
being 
made. 
There 
are no general registry or surrogates’ of­ 
fices In Holland, wnere wills are accessible 
to the public, as in America. 
The wills 
are drawn up by a notary, who retains the 
original in his possession as a trust, to be 
guarded by himself and his successors. 
Unless the locality of the property and res­ 
idence of ihe testator are known, a9 well 
as the time of his death, it is almost im­ 
possible to discover the notary without 
extensive advertising. In 1832 notification 
was given that all the claims against in­ 
testate estates then In the hands of the 
municipalities should be made within five 
years, after which claims cot established 
should lapse, and tbe 
estates 
eschj&t 
to the Crown. 
Notwithstanding 
this 
fact in the Dutch law, applications are fre­ 
quently made by persons to share the in­ 
heritance of the property of persons dead 
tor hundreds of years. Tug claimants cross 
the ocean or send agents to represent them, 
at great expense, and on the most Inade­ 
quate evidence. They seem cot seldom to 
be the dupes ol designing persons, who 
work on their credulity.

Another time a lawyer crossed the Atlantic 
in behalf of the supposed heirs of an estate 
somewhere. The locality and details were 
unkuown to bim.

A Big Claim.

2 GJS acres in Wetzel county, West Vir­ 
ginia, on Fishing Creek; 4,000 acres in 
Ritchie county, near the Parkersburg 
branch of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
in the very valuable oil region; 13,300 acres 
p itemed in Harrison county on the Hud­ 
son River.
